THIS is to give you an Account of an 
Extraordinary Hail , which happened 
on Sunday Iaft in this Country. A little of it 
fell in feveral places, but in the Parilh of Wef- 
iihide, not far from Hereford, fo great a quantity fell, 
as dellroyed all the Poultrey, Garden Stuff, Corn, 
Grafs, and mod of the Fruit Trees in the Parifh, 
but kill'd no Men nor Cattle , but hurt feveral , 
and broke moft of the Windows : Many of the 
Stones were meafured above Nine Inches in Corn- 
pals.
